I: hid no powera Inberenl 
A* we bsvc taid, it waa a creature of written 
law. What it could do was written down, and 
it could do nothing else, txeep'. to waa nteea- 
aary to the ex'reue of the power written 
down and specified. This provlao lets in the 
dccirine of discretion. An ol j ct plainly 
wlibiu tbe power of tbe Federal Ucvertmcnt 
must be attained by meiue or meaaur<a, nnd 
the Gcvernment iuiy select the means, and It 
It the aole jadge of tin in.

Tbey hunted up old 
laws forbidding such power ever person, or 
property. They bad, indeed, bee. neglected,

ioaiat upon tbtm. They gained their point a 
list, after tbey eotined to bsve lost It by tbti 
own txeessts, for tbey exercised thtse tarn 
powers tbey so zaalously coudtmntd In the 
Kitg. We have rtsd over this struggle for s 
government of law, not of discretion, with 
more curiosity ih&n interest; for we could not 
loresee that it waa possible that tbe same 
•lUestiois con d ever | yme up in this country. 
They are ujou us now, snd the advocates of 
prerogative use the same arguments that the 
apolririBia cf Cbarles I. did In the eix'eenlh 
ceutury. 

In chcoslng these luiarns lo accompllab 
ends, there sre wrlttea limits In our organic 
law. Tbtrj are tbe reserved rights of Sales, 
wbicb have been well underatood since this 
Government was formed Tin Federal Gov- 
ernment, in none ol IU dt pariments, can, aa a 
HMMM to accomplish ita end*, Interfere with 
any of these rights. Wb< n II does, it b> com* a 
a trespssser. Tb: ground is sacred and for- 
bidden. 

As we bave said, the Federal Government is 
a creature of lsw, written law, end in that law 
some thirgti are expressly forbidden. Such 
acta cannot be allowed at a meana lo accom- 
plish Iswful ends. The meana arc unlawful, 
tbey are expretely forbidden. 

No law can be made reepieilng a rtlig oua 
eatablifhment. Tbe free exercise of any one's 
religious opiniois cal'i bs interfered with. 
Freedom of spjtch and of the prcst can't br 
Interfered with. The right to aasemble ]>«ace- 
ably and petition the Government can't bede- 
nltd. The right ot the people to keep aad 
bear arms ean'i be infringed.

ol Liu.rh Law. 

To the Editor* of (iu Evening J'ost: 

In an essay on the English language in 
America Mr. Charles A. Bristed says: "If 
there were ever a phrase deemed particu- 
larly transatlantic in origin, it is that of 
Lynch law, for summary and informal 
justice: yet there appetr good reasons for 
doubting its western paternity. It is usual- 
ly explained as having been derived from the 
emphatic practice of a certain judge Lynch, 
who lived some where in the 'far West. 
But no authentic or consistent account of 
this functionary exists; no tangible 
grounds for supposing him to be any- 
thing more than a mythical personage, 
while a very probable solution of the 
phrase presents itself in the psrent 
tongue. Lyuch. in several of the northern 
county dialects, uieans to beat or mal- 
treat. Lynch law, then, wotrld be simply 
equivalent to club law, and the change 
ot a letter may be easily accounted tor 
by the fact that the name of Lyuch is as 
common in some parts of America as in 
Ireland." 

Mr. Bristsd s theory is very ingenious, 
but it is not correct. 

In America the term "Lynch law was 
first used in Piedmont, on ihe western 
frontier of Virginia. There was no court 
within the dictrict. and all controversies 
were referred to the arbitrament of prom- 
inent citisens. Among these was a man 
by the name of Lynch, whose decisions 
were so impartial that he was known as 
Judge Lynch, and the system was called 
"Lynch law, ' and was adopted in our pio- 
neer settlements as an inexpensive and 
apeedy method of obtaining justice. 



In the fifteenth century James Lynch 
was chosen Mayor of Gal way for life an 
ttiee then nearly equal to that of the sov- 
ereign in power and Influence. His sab 
Edward became attached to Anna Mike, 
the daughter of his best friend, but found 
it difficult to interest her. During the 
courtship Mr. Lynch went on a journey to 
Cadit and brought back with him the son 
of a wealthy Spanish merchant named 
Gomez. The young Gomet married the 
daughter of Mr. Lynch and beoame very 
intimate with his brother-in-law Edward. 

'Ihe latter, however, suspected that he 
was carrying on an intrigue with Anna 
Blake, and one night, having concealed 
himself behind a pillar, he saw young 
Gomet. wrapped in a mantle, glide wit* 
burned steps out of a side door in the 
house of Anna s father, which led imme- 
diately to her apartment. As the horri- 
ble certainty flashed upon him he darted 
like a tiger upon hia rival, and buried his 
dagger a hnudred limes in his quivering 
body. He then fled to the woods. On the 
morrow he was found, and confessed his 
guilt. 

His father condemned him to death. The 
people interposed and demanded his re- 
lease. Even the soldiers weat over to the 
mob and cried aloud for bis pardon. The 
prison was about to be stormed, when 
James Lynch appeared at an upper win- 
dow, bis son standing by his side with a 
halter round bis neck. "I have sworn, " 
•aid the inflexible magiatra e, "that th<- 
murderer should die. even though I must 
perform the office of execu ioner myself. 
Providence has taken me at my word; 
and you, madmen, learn from the most 
wretched of fathers that nothing must atop 
the course of justice, and that even the 
ties of nature must bresk he ore it." 

As he said these words be pushed his 
son out of the window and complete J ihe 
dreadful work. Nor did he leave the 
spot till the last convulsive struggles gave 
certainty of the death of his unhappy vic- 
tim.
